There is appropriated from the
wireless E911 emergency communications fund in section 34A.7A
to the homeland security and emergency management division of
the department of public defense for the fiscal year beginning
July 1, 2007, and ending June 30, 2008, the following amount,
or so much thereof as is necessary, to be used for the
purposes designated:

Sec. 17. HOMELAND SECURITY AND EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT
DIVISION. There is appropriated from the wireless E911
emergency communications fund created in section 34A_.7A to the
administrator of the homeland security and emergenc
management division of the department of public defense for
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2007, and ending June 30,
2008, an amount not exceeding $200,000 to be used for
implementation, support, and maintenance of the functions of
the administrator and program manager under chapter 34A and to
employ the auditor of the state to perform an annual audit of
the wireless E911 emergency communications fund.

Sec. 18. 10WA LAW ENFORCEMENT ACADEMY == FEES.
Notwithstanding section 80B.11B, the lowa law enforcement
academy may charge more than one=half the cost of providing
the basic training course if a majority of the lowa law
enforcement academy council authorizes charging more than one=
half of the cost of providing basic training. This section 1is
repealed on June 30, 2008.

Sec. 19. NEW SECTION. 553.19 ANTITRUST FUND.

1. An antitrust fund is created as a separate fund in the
state treasury to be administered by the attorney general.
Moneys credited to the fund shall include amounts received as
a result of a state or federal civil antitrust judgment or
settlement which are based on damages sustained by the state,
civil penalties, costs, or attorney fees, and amounts which
are specifically directed to the credit of the fund by the
judgment or settlement, and amounts which are designated by
the judgment or settlement for use by the attorney general for
antitrust enforcement or education. Amounts based upon
damages sustained by individuals or entities outside of state
government not designated for antitrust enforcement purposes
or amounts based qun actual damages awarded to the state
which would not otherwise be deposited in the general fund of
the state shall not be credited to the fund.

2. For each fiscal year, not more than five hundred
thousand dollars is appropriated from the fund to the
department of justice to be used for enforcement of this
chapter and chapter 551, and for enforcement of federal
antitrust laws and for public education about state and
federal antitrust laws.

3. Notwithstanding section 8.33, moneys credited to the
fund shall not revert to any other fund. Notwithstanding
section 12C.7, interest or earnings on the moneys in the fund
shall be credited to the fund.

Sec. 20. NEW SECTION. 714.16C CONSUMER EDUCATION AND
LITIGATION FUND.

1. A consumer education and litigation fund is created as
a separate fund in the state treasury to be administered by
the attorney general. Moneys credited to the fund shall
include amounts received as a result of a state or federal
civil consumer fraud judgment or settlement, civil penalties,
costs, or attorney fees, and amounts which are specifically
directed to the credit of the fund by the judgment or
settlement, and amounts which are designated by the judgment
or settlement for use by the attorney general for consumer
litigation or education purposes. Moneys designated for
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consumer reimbursement shall not be credited to the fund,
except to the extent that such moneys are permitted to be used
for enforcement of section 714.16.

2. For each fiscal year, not more than one million one
hundred twenty=five thousand dollars is appropriated from the
fund to the department of justice to be used for public
education relating to consumer fraud and for enforcement of
section 714.16 and federal consumer laws, and not more than
seventy=five thousand dollars is appropriated from the fund to
the department of justice to be used for investigation,
prosecution, and consumer education relating to consumer and
criminal fraud committed against older lowans.

Sec. 21. NEW SECTION. 455B.112A ENVIRONMENTAL CRIMES
INVESTIGATION AND PROSECUTION FUND.

1. An environmental crimes investigation and prosecution
fund is created as a separate fund in the state treasury to be
administered by the attorney general. Moneys credited to the
fund shall include court=ordered fines and restitution awarded
to the attorney general as part of a judgment in an
environmental criminal case.

2. For each fiscal year not more than twenty thousand
dollars is appropriated from the fund to the department of
jJustice to be used for the investigation and prosecution of
environmental crimes, including the reimbursement of expenses
incurred by county, municipal, and other local government
agencies cooperating with the attorney general i1n_ the
investigation and prosecution of environmental crimes.

3. Not more than twenty thousand dollars shall be credited
to the fund in a fiscal year and any moneys in excess of this
amount shall be credited to the general fund of the state.

EXPLANATION

This bill makes appropriations for fiscal year 2007=2008
from the general fund of the state to the departments of
jJjustice, corrections, public defense, and public safety, and
the lowa law enforcement academy, office of consumer advocate,
office of the state public defender, board of parole, and lowa
state civil rights commission.

The bill appropriates moneys from the wireless E911
emergency communications fund to the homeland security and
emergency management division for a grant to a nonprofit
agency to operate a 211 program.

The bill also appropriates moneys, not to exceed $200,000,
from the wireless E911 emergency communications fund to the
homeland security and emergency management division for
implementation, support, and maintenance of the functions of
the administrator and program manager of the E911 emergency
system.

Y The bill establishes an antitrust fund in new Code section
553.19 as a separate fund in the state treasury to be
administered by the attorney general. The bill provides that
moneys credited to the fund shall include amounts received as
a result of a state or federal civil antitrust judgment or
settlement which are based on damages sustained by the state,
civil penalties, costs, or attorney fees, and amounts which
are specifically directed to the credit of the fund by the
judgment or settlement, and amounts which are designated by
the judgment or settlement for use by the attorney general for
antitrust enforcement or education. The bill provides that
not more than $500,000 is appropriated from the fund to the
department of justice to be used in antitrust enforcement.

Under current law, the funds appropriated from the general
fund of the state to the department of justice for antitrust
enforcement reoccur in session law each year and are
contingent upon the ?eneral fund of the state receiving an
amount at least equal to the amount received by the state or
political subdivision of the state by an antitrust enforcement
judgment or settlement, and the funds appropriated to the
department for antitrust enforcement are not to exceed
$200,000.

The bill establishes a consumer education and litigation
fund in new Code section 714_.16C as a separate fund in the
state treasury to be administered by the attorney general.
The bill provides that moneys credited to the fund include
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amounts received as a result of a state or federal civil
consumer fraud judgment or settlement, civil penalties, costs,
or attorney fees, and amounts which are specifically directed
to the credit of the fund br the judgment or settlement, and
amounts which are specifically directed to the credit of the
fund by the judgment or settlement, and amounts which are
designated by the judgment or settlement for use by the
attorney general for consumer litigation or education
purposes. The bill provides that not more than $1,125,000 is
appropriated from the fund to the department of justice for
consumer fraud education and enforcement, and not more than
$75,000 is appropriated from the fund to the department for
education, investigation, and prosecution relating to consumer
and criminal fraud against older lowans.

Under current law, the funds appropriated to the department
of justice for consumer fraud reoccur iIn session law each year
and are contingent upon the general fund of the state
receiving an amount at least equal to the amount received by
the state or political subdivision of the state through a
fraud judgment or settlement.

The bill establishes an environmental crimes investigation
and prosecution fund in new Code section 455B.112A as a
separate fund in the state treasury to be administered by the
attorney general. Moneys credited to the fund include
court=ordered fines and restitution awarded to the attorney
general as part of a judgment in an environmental criminal
case. The bill provides that not more than $20,000 is
appropriated from the fund to the department of justice to be
used for the investigation and prosecution of environmental
crimes. The bill provides that not more than $20,000 shall be
credited to the fund in a fiscal year and any moneys in excess
of this amount shall be credited to the general fund of the
state.

Under current law, the funds appropriated to the department
of justice reoccur in session law each year and are contingent
upon the environmental crime fund receiving an amount at least
equal to the contributions, court=ordered restitution as part
of judgments, and consent decrees entered as part of an
environmental enforcement action.

The bill addresses Code section 80B.11B to provide that for
FY 2007=2008 the lowa law enforcement academy may charge a
department of the state, a member of a police force, or an
political subdivision of the state more than one=half of the
cost to provide the basic training course for a law
enforcement officer, provided a majority of the lowa law
enforcement council approves such a charge. Current law
prohibits the lowa law enforcement academy from charging more
than one=half of the cost of providing the basic training
course.

The bill provides that the department of corrections may
reallocate appropriated funds between the institutions of the
department of corrections, the department®s administration,
and the judicial district departments of correctional
services. The bill provides the department, prior to the
effective date of any reallocation, must provide notice to the
department of management, the legislative services agency, and
the district board of any judicial district department of
correctional services affected by the reallocation.

The bill provides that the department of public safety may
also reallocate the funds appropriated to the department
between the divisions of the department. The bill provides
that the department, prior to the effective date of any
reallocation, must provide notice of the reallocation to the
department of management and the legislative services agency.

The bill permits a value=based treatment program to
continue to operate at the Newton correctional facility if the
program is declared unconstitutional if the program is funded
through donations.

The bill requires the attorney general to establish a pilot
project with a nonprofit agency i1n the sixth judicial district
that focuses primarily on the representation of children in
dissolution of marriage proceedings.
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
